Seeking Sources For 
Infiltrated Water Supply 


Locations adjacent to the Dela­ 
ware river are being sought as 
sources for water supply for com­ 
munities on both aides of the Dela­ 
ware river. 
Both Burlington and 
Bristol are seeking sources of in­ 
filtrated water. 
Bristol Is drilling test w ells at 
“mouth apron" and Burlington la 
drilling on Burlington Island. 
The Burlington Board of Water 
Commissioners revealed today that 
the installation of the fifth and last 
well on Burlington Island had been 
completed toward the development 
of a new source of supply from 
which infiltrated river water will 
be brought to the water works on 
East Pearl street, Burlington, The 
Burlington board has obtained per 
mission from the New Jersey State 
Water Policy Commission to divert 
5,000,000 gallons per day from the 
island source, it is believed the five 
wells now installed will deliver 
that quantity. 
The engineers are In charge of 
the Burlington project of installing 
an overhead powerllne from the 
New Jersey mainland across the 
Delaware river to the inland well 
site. This will furnish power for 
the electric pumps at the wells, 
permit must be obtained from the 
Army Engineers because of the 
Delaware being a navigable stream 
The power lines w ill cross from 
point near the Standard Oil Com 
pang tank station at Burlington 


Bristol township's force of per­ 
manent police officers climed to an 
all time high of 14, Including Chief 
Joseph O. Senders, with the appoint­ 
ment of five more probationer 
officers to permanent civil service 
status. 
George Sottung disclosed today 
that five new officers: George Neill. 
Harry Bauers, Richard Templeton, 
Edward ElUson. and Neil Hepler 
have been added to the list of 9 
officers under civil service regula­ 
tions In the township. 
Two additional men now serving 
their probationary period w ill bi* 
considered for permanent status at 
the end of that period, said Sottung. 
The appointment of the five men 
to permanent status was made at a 
special meeting December 19. ac­ 
cording to Sottung, who said that 
only "minor" additional business 
was discussed at the meeting. 
The termination of the probation­ 
ary period of these men and their 
acceptance as permanent officers 
carries an automatic $200 increase 
in salary.

W eakness in the first 
quarter is not expected. Consum er’s 
stocks of steel appear generally to

In the second half of 1953, steel 
industry capacity—which w ill be 
in excess of 116 million Ingot tons 
—should be fully adequate to meet 
the needs of defense and civilian 
users. This balancing of supply and 
demand does not indicate that we 
are entering a period of recession, 
instead, I believe we shall then be 
engaged in a normal and healthy 
state of competitive selling.

Xmas Mail Here Is 
Biggest Volume In 
Borough’s History 


Bristol P. O. Workers Are 
Catching Breath; Plan 
For New Annex 


Bristol post office workers will 
soon be setting up a new annex in 
the sixth ward, but meanwhile they 
; are catching their breath 
after 
i handling the biggest volume of 
mall in the history of the borough. 
The regular ppst office force wan 
supplem ented by 35 additional full­ 
time carries and J3 full and part­ 
time clerks, and they all "did a 
good job." according lo Postmaster 
Lawrence M. M ulligan, 
Nim* days before C hristm as. Dec. 
19, the Bristol post office reached 
a new record in pieces of mall can­ 
celled in a single day, 84.720. Tho 
previous high on De*'. 17, 1951, wa* 
75,140. Dec IT of this year was also 
a busy day here; 74,240 cancella­ 
tions were made. 
The 1952 C hristm as rush began 
Der. S. two days before the previous 
yule portal season, and saw 653,330 
pieces of mail cancelled through 
Dec, 24. From Dec. IO to Chrisma* 
eve, 1961, there were 488.400 r a ­ 
diations, 
Stamp sales were $£5,089.60 from 
inc. I to 27, 1952, and only $17,- 
951.13 in the entire final month of 
1951. 
These figures do not include met­ 
ered postage. There were 2« meter 
machines in use in this area In 
1952. twice the number for the 
previous year. The meters stamped 
$5,290 worth of postage from Dec. 
I to 27, 1952, and $4060 In the 
month of December, 1951. 
Total receipts In the past month, 
through Dec. 27. for stamp sales, 
box rents, meter applications and 
other fees, were $31,022.20. In Dec. 
1951, the post office did a $22,266.15 
business. 
The Bristol post office this year 
handled twice the volume of parcel 
post as in the previous Christmas 
season, according to Mulligan. Dec.
